An Instructive Interview With Mr. 
Cowie Who Lately Arrived 
From Scotland. 



NAN.M.MO, Nov. 22. — It one may 
jiiiige from tlie present Indica- 
tions, the herring industry hero 
will be given the biggest im- 
petua In its history this year. The 
llsli are now running steadily and 
all the various salterles and curing 
establishments are In full swing, with 
orders booked ahead for the next three 
months. One Important advancement 
in the Industry over previous years Is 
the opening up of Eastern markets 
hitherto enjoyed exclusively by At- 
lantic fishermen. 

Tlie steamer Squid of the New Eng- 
land l''ishhig Company look in seven 
tons of fish this morning in half an 
hour. A steamer fouled a, large net of 
the Nanalmo Fishing Company, result- 
ing in the loss of a large quantity of 
hen'lng to that concern. 

'Apropos of the aljove the Nanaiino 
Free I're.ss siiys; .Mr. Cowle, the ex- 
pert lirought from Scotland by the 
Doniinion governmenl to give poiuter.s 
lo till' (.'aiiailbin llsheinu'ii on the best 
methods of jiiepaiing and [lacking tlsli 
for the foieigii market, who is at pres- 
ent In Xaiialuio, is a decidedly inlerest- 
hig man to talk to. Mr. Cowie Is a 
reserved young Scotchman, witli little 
to say; he chooses his words care- 
fully, but wh<-ii he .speaks you are 
assured of sometiilng that Is wortli 
hearing and lliat Is the result Of care- 
ful observalion, and gives every evi- 
dence of good judgment. Mr. Cowie 
has been In Canaaa since last May, 
covering at Intervals the Dominion 
from coast to coast and In a quick way 
studying and assimilating knowledge 
of us while we Canudiana have been 
studying his methods and getting the 
benefit of his experience In connection 
with his line. 

Mr. Cowle thinks that the Scotch 
workman fares as well as the Cnnti- 
dian, when all things are considered. 
His wages may not be so high, but his 
living expenses are less, and It costH 
him less to enjoy himself than the 
American workman. 

The flsherman will compare favor- 
ably In clrcuiystances with the Cana- 
dian. There* Is hardly a Scotchman 
engaged In fishing who has not a Hlv^'- 
Ings account. In fact, so much a habit 
is It with the Scotch flsherman to put 
his annual savings in the bank that 
Mr. Cowle recalled the story of the 
Scotch fisherman who, having a poor 
siason, went to lit.i grncorym;iin and 
told hlni that lie could not pay hl.s 
bills that HCUBon, as he had to imt his 
regular fifty pounds in the bank. 

One ol the dlffloultles that Is being 
met with In America Is also confront- 
ing the Old Country — the flocking of 
the agricultural classes to the city — • 
Ihe result being the overcrowding of 
the metropolitan centres, to the detri- 
ment of wages iind socdal conditions. 
.Mr, Cowle said that wdill(> he believed 
ir. education to ttie fullosl possU)1.2 
extent for everybody, he rallier tliought 
tluit people in this country, just us it 
is being found in f-rfitario, are heing 
educated .above their station — tliat is. 
IhiU they thought manual lalxu- be- 
neath them, .-mil therefore crowded the 
profesalons and oilier lines.

Tuesday, November 7, 1905, is a date 
(if md(juo liniiortance in tlie political 
history of the Ihiiled Statea. On that 
day, for the first time, the long- 
;siuuuldering resentment ot the Amerl- 
ciin people against the oomipt political 
adventurers who had held thetn In de- 
grading bondage, came to a head. 
There had been local revolts against 
ii:dividual bosses before, but now all 
tlie varied local uprisings were inter- 
linked In a national revolution. The 
reformers of one city or state no loriK- 
er fell themselves liglillng an laoUited 
action. Tiiey were doin^ tlieir share 
on ttie loiiK front of a .Mukden battle. 
They knew wliat tneir comrades were 
doliiK alonij the le.-it of the I'ne. Phil- 
adeliiliiii. cneered Jerome, aJ\d Xew 
York cheered Weaver, and Cincinnati 
rose to I'"olk. 

t)n tlie whole the most stirrintr dra- 
matic, and ttiorougliiy satisfactory vic- 
tory was that of Jerome In Xew York. 
Mr. Jerome's majurliy would tiave been 
Krt'iiter if Ills name htid ajipeared in 
some ptirty column on the ballot, but 
in tliat case the party would have had 
part of the credit Cor the victory. As 
.It was, no political machine came be- 
tween the man and the peoide. Jerome 
received 120.0011 votes in New York 
county, a plurality (it 11,0(10 over hla 
nearest comiielltiir, ().sbcirne. Kvery 
one of these votes represented an act 
of liullvidual intcdligence and will — not 
one was cast by a stupid partisan vot- 
ing mechanically under a party em- 
blem. Never before did an independent 
candidate make such a record without 
sc>me foundation of party strength to 
build on. The Republican party, after 
refusing at llrst to nominate Jerome, 
had been compelled to give him its in- 
dorsement, but the retirement of its 
original nomlniie, Flammer, came too 
late to allow any change to be made 
in the ballots. 

Henry George and Hearst 
The parellel between the New York 
city campaign and that in which Hew- 
itt, George, and Roosevelt contended 
In 1886, did not end with election day. 
In 1905, as In 1886, Tammany playing 
upon the fears of conservative Repub- 
licans, Induced them to turn to it as a 
savior of society, and partly made up 



manding the limitation' of- franchises 
to twenty-live yeai-iS. 

it made no difference to the people 
whether the boss they were hitting 
happened to bo a Democrat or a Re- 
publican. In tlie north tlie victims 
were usually Republican, simply be- 
cau.se a long aeries of Republican vic- 
tories had left few Democrats In pow- 
er. In Maryland tiiere was a Demo- 
cratic boas, Gorman, to be clubbed, 
and the worlt was thoroughly , done 
through the defeat; of his dlSfranchis- 
Irig constitutional amendment, on which 
he had staked his political future. In- 
cidentally the Democratic majorities on 
state officers were pretty thoroughly 
wiped out. ^ 

Surviving Relics of Party. 

The only stiites in which luirty senti- 
ment have had any jiower to disarm 
tile populiir hostility lo political ma- 
chines were Rliude Jaiand and Massa- 
chusetts. In Rhode Island the Aldricli 
ring succeeded In beating Gtirvln, the 
Democratic and reform candidate for 
governor, by over 1,000 majority. In 
Masachusetts, in spite of the strong 
sentiment for reciprocity, Curtis Guild, 
the Republican candidate for governor, 
won by a margin of 23,116, but Eben 1 f 
Draper, who ran for lieutenant-gov- 
ernor ns Senator Lodge's personal 
representative, had a pluttillty ot only 
l.'JiG, and his opponent, Henry M. 
Whitney, demanded a recomit. In Suf- 
folk county, including the city of Bos- 
ton, John l.i. Moran matched Jeromti'a 
exploit by running on iietitlon for dis- 
trict attorney and bcntlnB an opponent 
who had botli the Democratic and Re- 
publican Mumlnalions. ChlcaKO ex- 
pressed its dissatlsfiictlon wltli the 
traction situation by electliit,- the Re- 
publican Judicial and sanitary dhstrlct 
tickets. 

The only really notorious boss who 
saved liiniself in last week's craah was 
Ruef, of San I'^ranciseo, whoHc mayor, 
Schmitz, was elected f^or a third term 
on the Union I^abor ticket over tlio 
coml)lned Republican and Democratic 
opposition by a majority of not less 
than 11,501. Althou);h ^raft, vice, and 
all the other familiar evils of bossism 
npi)oar to liave (lourlahed a's rankly 
under Schmiti'. as under any of the de- 
throne<i rulers of the Kast, the moral 
Issue was subordinated to a contest of 
classes. Organized Uibor was Induced 
to believe that Its Interests were 
bound up with those .of Ruef and his 
figurehead. As the unions are all- 
powerful In San Franc!sc9, 11 appears 
that the only way to secure political 
reform there is to strive for it through 
honest worlimen appealing to good cit- 
izenship in.slde labor organizations. At 
the late election voting machines were 
used for the first time throughout the 
city. The spirit of independence and 
of hostility to the rule ot stupid, ?ir- 
roRant, iind corrupt bosses has un- 
doubtedly reached a climax this year. 
But a climax is not a sudden eruption. 
The work oi iXovember 7, 1905, did not 
come without preparation. For sixteen 
years the people liad been Ki'i"lu"".v 
learning the lessons they ai)plled on 
that day. From 1880, when the Aus- 
tralian ballot llrst became familiar to, 
Americini voters, there has not been a I 
.single ye.'ir In which the elections have

The 
more beautiful a horse is, other tilings 
considered, tlio higher be Is going to 
sell. There must be no ring-bone, no 
side-bone or other tinsoutndness of the 
feet, and in the hind legs no curb; no 
sptivln, no thorough pin or bog-spavin; 
of course, he must not be a roarer or 
v. lnd-broken. Now ' most .ot those 
ihinpTs are unsoundnesses that can be 
readily detected by anyone who is at 
all competent in Judiflng horses. 

The next point la conformation. The 
ronforniatlon ot the profitable horse is 
one that must be learned with a great 
aeal of study. The head should be 
well shaped, neat, clear cut amd 
.straight, ivith breadtli between the 
eyes, a large, open nostril, fine cut 
muzzle, and clean, Arm lips, a full 
bright e^e, a neat, well set ear of 
medium size, a clean cut, open Jaw, 
with a wide angle t;>etween the Jaws, 
that is, the Jaws should be set out 
rather than In; the Jaws should not 
extend so far back that when a curb 
bit is put on the horse the jaw Itself 
will pros-s iiKainsI the wind-pipe and 
Inti-rl'ere «llli Ills hrea t liiiiK. We must 
have a clean cut throttle, a neck of 
i,'oii(l leiiKlh, elean cut and well niu.'j-
